Deputy Bruton’s Evidence. 

Deputy Chief Bruton, of the city 
force, told of the tapping of telephone 
wires. He aaid that only four phones 
were tapped in aill—Lewis Bros.’ caf« 
and the Namayo liquor store (Hector 
Chevrier, manager) first of ail, and 
afterwards the Dominion  ciub and 
Alderman Clarke 8 office.

BACK FROM FRONT 
VERY OPTIMISTIC 


Germans Will Be Driven Out of 
France and Belgium 


EVIDENCE HOWEVER OF 
STRONG COUNTER MOVE 


Escaped Prisoner Tells Strong 
Story of Inhuman Treatment 
of Germans.

LONDON, Dee, 24——A Britisa offic- 
er returning yesterday from the front 
thus summed up the position: 

‘IT cannot give detaiis, but can say 
this: We are on the eve of driving 
the Germans out of northern France 
and Belgium. Our positions have nev- 
er been better since the beginning of 
the war, Great news and good news 
may be expected soon.” 

This is confirmed by every item of 
information coming from the front. 
There are Many signs which indicate 
however, that the Germans are pre- 
paring a strong counter move, possl- 
bly in the Alsace region. where they 
are pouring in fresh men and mak- 
ing the hospitals ready to deal with 
large numbers of wounded. 

“I do not think the war will be a 
long one,’ says a British chapiain 
from a German city who has recently 
returned after 23 years there. “Your 
German is ready for any amount of 
bluster when he is winning but at 
heart he is « coward and wien he 
finds things are going against him hy 
will beg for tnerey 

‘(Prussia is almost as much hated 
as We aie oy the other German states 
and when it becomes known that 
Prussian militarism hus .:uved there 
will be a great reaction.” 

Private O'Sullivan, of the 
Dragoon Guards «teJs in the Times 
how the Germans treat prisuners.

Protest Raised in Case of Prof. 
Mueller, Late of Toronto 
University:

TORONTO, Dec, 24—Today, for the first 
time in local history, objection was made 
fo the granting of naturaiisation papers 
te a citizen of a country at war with the 
empire.
